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Comparison of Original 
and Revised Student 
Financial Aid Estimates 

for 2007-08 


These Web Tables provide original and 
revised estimates of statistics previously 
published in 2007-08 National Postsec- 
ondary Studen t Aid Study (NPSAS:08): 
Student Financial Aid Estimates for 2007-08 
(NCES 2009-1 66). The revised estimates 
were generated using revised weights 
that were updated in August 201 3. 
NPSAS:08 data were reweighted so esti- 
mates would approximate 12-month 
enrollment totals for 2007-08 instead of 
prior year enrollment counts. 

The NPSAS data files and such online 
public data tools as PowerS tats include 
analysis weights that are used to ensure 
that estimates such as means and per- 
centages derived from samples of 
students are representative of the entire 
population of students. The weight as- 
signed to each sample member reflects 
his or her likelihood of selection from all 
students enrolled in postsecondary edu- 
cation, adjusts for sample members who 
do not respond to the survey, and en- 
sures that estimates of known totals 


generated from the dataset (such as en- 
rollment, Pell Grant disbursements, and 
Stafford Loan 1 disbursements) approxi- 
mate known population totals from 
administrative data sources. In the case 
of NPSAS, this later adjustment — known 
as poststratification — is based on known 
totals obtained from the Integrated 
Postsecondary Education Data System 
(IPEDS) and the National Student Loan 
Data System (NSLDS). Prior to NPSAS:08, 
the National Center for Education 
Statistics (NCES) used only IPEDS Fall 
Enrollment (EF) totals in its poststratifica- 
tion procedure. Starting with NPSAS:08, 
NCES added unduplicated 12-month 
headcounts of students obtained from 
the then-new IPEDS 1 2-Month Enroll- 
ment (El 2) survey to the EF totals to 
better represent the growing population 
of students who enroll in terms other 
than the fall. For NPSAS:08, NCES devel- 
oped weights adjusted to enrollment 
data available at the time the data were 
originally released: fall 2007 IPEDS EF 
data and 2006-07 IPEDS El 2 data. 


Since the release of NPSAS:08, NCES 
has observed substantial year-to-year 
volatility in IPEDS El 2 totals, particular- 
ly among private for-profit institutions. 
For example, at private for-profit 
4-year institutions, the unduplicated 
1 2-month headcount of undergradu- 
ates increased from 1,046,000 in 

2006- 07 to 1 ,335,000 in 2007-08, and 
the unduplicated 12-month headcount 
of graduate students increased from 
254,000 in 2006-07 to 3 1 1 ,000 in 

2007- 08 (Knapp, Kelly-Reid, and Ginder 
2008, 2009). Fluctuations like these are 
large enough to influence NPSAS post- 
stratification adjustments and, 
consequently, the resulting estimates. 
This volatility, combined with the abil- 
ity to rely upon preliminary IPEDS data, 
which are available in time for NPSAS 
data processing, has led NCES to 
change its poststratification proce- 
dures for NPSAS:1 2 and use preliminary 
current year El 2 data rather than data 
from the prior academic year. 
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To maximize the benefit of these im- 
proved procedures, NCES has revised the 
NPSAS:08 weights to reflect 1 2-month 
enrollment in the NPSAS year, 2007-08, 
to provide more accurate estimates. The 
most notable improvement will be ob- 
served in those sectors where enrollment 
volatility between 2006-07 and 2007-08 
was greatest, in particular, private for- 
profit institutions. 

The revised estimates also have smaller 
standard errors, in general, than the origi- 
nal estimates, due to changes in the 
procedures used to compute the replicate 
weights. Replicate weights are used by 
PowerStats and other statistical software 
to calculate standard errors that account 
for the complex sampling design. In the 
original NPSAS:08 data, the replicate 
weights were adjusted, or trimmed, based 
on their magnitude relative to the analysis 
weights. In the revised NPSAS:08 data, the 
replicate weights were trimmed based on 
their magnitude relative to the other rep- 
licate weights, which resulted in smaller 
standard errors overall.

DATA 

The estimates presented in these ta- 
bles were generated from the 2007-08 
National Postsecondary Student Aid 
Study (NPSAS:08), a comprehensive, 
nationally representative survey of how 
students finance their postsecondary 
education conducted by the National 
Center for Education Statistics (NCES). 
NPSAS also includes a broad array of 
demographic and enrollment charac- 
teristics. 

NPSAS uses a two-stage sampling 
design. Institutions are selected for 
inclusion in the first stage, and stu- 
dents are selected from these 
institutions in the second stage. The 
NPSAS:08 target population consisted 
of all eligible undergraduate and grad- 
uate students enrolled any time 
between July 1 , 2007, and June 30, 

2008 at Title IV 2 eligible postsecondary 
institutions in the 50 states, the District 
of Columbia, and Puerto Rico. Approx- 
imately 1 14,000 undergraduates and 
1 4,000 graduate students were study 
respondents for NPSAS:08.

ABOUT P0WERSTATS 

PowerStats produces the design- 
adjusted standard errors necessary for 
testing the statistical significance of 
differences in the estimates. It also 
contains a detailed description of how 
each variable was created and in- 
cludes question wording for items 
coming directly from an interview. 

With PowerStats, users can replicate or 
expand upon the tables presented in 
this report. The output from PowerStats 
includes the table estimates (e.g., per- 
centages or means), standard errors, 3 
and weighted sample sizes for the es- 
timates. If the number of valid cases is 
too small to produce a reliable estimate 
(fewer than 30 cases), PowerStats prints 
the double dagger symbol (4) instead 
of the estimate. 

In addition to producing tables, 
PowerStats users may conduct linear or 
logistic regressions. Many options are 
available for output with the regression 
results.

1 In 2007-08, Stafford Loans were available 
through both the William D. Ford Federal 
Direct Loan Program and the Federal Family 
Education Loan Program (FFELP). Since 2010, 
when the FFELP was discontinued, Stafford 
Loans have been referred to as Direct Loans. 

2 Title IV institutions are those eligible to partic- 
ipate in the federal financial aid programs 
included in Title IV of the Higher Education Act. 
These programs include Pell Grants, federal 
student loans, work-study, and other federal aid. 

3 The NPSAS samples are not simple random 
samples; therefore, simple random sample tech- 
niques for estimating sampling error cannot be 
applied to these data. PowerStats takes into ac- 
count the complexity of the sampling procedures 
and calculates standard errors appropriate for 
such samples. The method for computing sam- 
pling errors used by PowerStats approximates 
the estimator by replication of the sampled pop- 
ulation, using a bootstrap technique.

NOTE: Estimates include students enrolled in Title IV eligible postsecondary institutions in the 50 states, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico (except where noted). Estimates labeled “Original 
NPSAS:08 estimates” were first published in 2007-08 National Postsecondary Student Aid Study (NPSAS:08): Student Financial Aid Estimates for 2007-08 (NCES 2009-166). At the time NPSAS:08 
was originally released, the available 12-month enrollment counts were for the 2006-07 academic year, and estimates were weighted to those enrollment counts. In 2013, NPSAS:08 weights were 
revised to reflect 12-month enrollment totals for 2007-08 instead of prior year enrollment counts. Estimates generated using the revised weights are labeled "Revised NPSAS:08 estimates.” Students 
may receive more than one type of aid.
